Abutters playing key role in hopes of some 
selectmen to expand current facility 


WILMINGTON - The town is 
once again starting to explore 
options for a new library. 

The community has acknowl- 
edged the need for a new 
library and has wrestled with a 
number of potential sites on 
which to build one. Expanding 
the current library on 
Middlesex Avenue has also 
been considered. 

In. April of 2002, voters at 
Town Meeting approved 
$550,000 to design a plan for a 
new library to be built at the 
site of the old Whitefield School 
in North Wilmington. The vote 
was later rescinded during a 
Special Town Meeting that 
August that was petitioned by a 
group supporting a new library 
to be located at the Swain 
School near the Town Common. 
Tronically, while residents 
Voted to rescind the $550,000 
allocation, those same resi- 
dents also voted not to build at

the Swain School site. 

The current library can not be 
expanded without bringing the 
existing structure up to 2004 
seismic code standards. 

According to the latest edition 
of the Massachusetts State 
Building Codes, no existing 
structure can be added onto by 
more than 10 percent of its cur- 
rent mass or size without bring- 
ing the entire building up to the 
newer codes. 

A major hindrance to con- 
structing a new building on the 
current site had been the lack 
of adequate land for a larger 
building, septic needs, and 
expanded parking. 

The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen made a move on 
June 28 to explore the possibili- 
ty of purchasing the abutting 
properties. Selectman Frank 
West informed his colleagues 
that one of the abutters had 
indicated a willingness to sell 
in prior conversations. 

“Mr. Kane told me at the time 
(sometime in the 2002-2003 peri- 
od) that he would have an inter- 
est in selling the property to the 
town for the purpose of a 
library,” West told the Town 
Crier this week. 

At the board's direction, Town 
Manager Michael Caira sent 
out letters to the owners of 171 
Middlesex Avenue and 183 
Middlesex Avenue. Similar let- 
ters were issued by Caira in 
2002. 

The owner of the property at 
183 Middlesex Avenue has 
responded to the most recent 
inquiry and indicated no desire 
to sell the land in the foresee- 
able future. 

‘The town manager has not yet ~ 
received a response from Paul 
Kane in regard to his property 
at 171 Middlesex Avenue. 

Selectmen Chairman Michael 
McCoy believes that Kane is 
interested in selling the proper- 
ty, but only with a restriction 
on its future use, 

“My understanding is that he 
will sell it, but only for the pur- 
pose of a library,” McCoy said. 

McCoy would like to see the 
town pursue the purchase of the

tial work has been performed 
on the track, according to 
Onusseit, and the work done at 
that time was little more than 
the application of a simple rub- 
berized material. 

“It was sort of a remedial fix 
at that time,” Onusseit says. 

According to Onusseit, the 
new surface, which will be blue 
in color, will be strikingly dif- 
ferent. Bids for surfacing went 
out in the early spring and was 
ultimately awarded to the firm 
of Cape and Island Tennis & 
Track (CITT). 

CITT is a member of the 
United States Tennis Court and 
Track Builder Association. 
Roughly 70 to 80 percent of all 
state and New England section- 
als and championships are run 
on tracks built by CITT. 

The new surface of the track 
at the high school is a Plexitrac 
Accelerator, the same surface 
that CITT installed in Gillette 
Stadium in Foxboro. According 
to the CITT website, this sur- 
face, “offers the highest levels 
of performance for texture, 
longevity and athletic capabili- 
ty. The Accelerator is a

‘There’s also time, apparently, to knock off innocu- 
ous and inconsequential editorials in the local 


While recuperating from my 
mastoidectomy, I shared a 
room with a gentleman by the 
name of Sam Pouliot. He was 
an older man, a Lowell resident 
and a former semi-pro ball 
player. We talked about many 
things, particularly baseball, 
and he related many of his 
experiences playing the game. 
I was finally discharged and 
said goodbye to Mr. Pouliot. A 
few days after I got home, I 
received a baseball novel from 
him in the mail. I never forgot 
that kindly act and the enjoy- 
able moments we had spent 
together at Lowell General. 

The following year, at the 
Center School, I slowly became 
more aware of Baseball. 1 
think the thing that caught my 
attention in the beginning was 
a beautiful catcher’s mitt 
owned by a classmate, Robert 
Richards. I did not know 
Robert; I believe he lived in 
another part of town. Every 
day, without fail, he would 
arrive at school with his pre- 
cious mitt in possession. The 
more I saw that mitt, the more 
I envied him, but I never saw 
him play ball with the glove. 
However, my interest in the 
game of baseball was begin- 
ning to develop. Somehow, I 
always seemed to have a glove, 
a bat and a taped-up baseball. 

My enthusiasm for this game 
seemed to know no bounds. I 
came to love playing the game. 
The more I played, the better I 
became, and my confidence 
and abilities grew. I would play 


In 1972 Mark Moskowitz, 
impelled by a glowing review in 
the New York Times, bought 
and began to read The Stones 
of Summer on-a commuter 
train heading home from col- 
lege. John Seelye, the Times 
reviewer, had called The Stones 
of Summer “a holy book . . . it 
burns with a sacred Byzantine 
fire.” He called author Dow 
Mossman “a superior talent.” 
Overwhelmed by the flood of 
Mossman’s words and images, 
Moskowitz never finished the 
book. 

Twenty-five years later, he 
was ready to try it again. This 
time his commute was on air- 
planes, crisscrossing the coun- 
try in his work as a commercial 
videographer. A generation 
later, taken in measured doses 
over three months’ time, the 
book grabbed him. As he says, 
“The peculiar thing is how 
magical The Stones of Summer 
was to me even though I had 
reached the age when magic 


. was pretty much a stranger to 


my life. The book had the power 
to send me places not just 
imaginatively into my own 
past, into Dawes’s perpetual 
present, but even physically. 
For after turning the last page, 
this reader at last got out of his 
chair and went looking for his 
own adventure.” 

Moskowitz's “own adventure” 
became a nearly obsessive 
search for Dow Mossman, 
author of The Stones of 
Summer. After repeated 
Google queries and trips to the 
library led nowhere, Moskowitz 
decided to film his search for 
the mysterious man who had 
poured his soul into the pages 
of a book one time only and 
then was never heard from 
again. The Stones of Summer, 
Moskowitz discovered from 
replies to his Googles, had 
touched other readers the same 
way. Now the book was out of 
print and the author had van- 
ished. Where was Dow 
Mossman and why had he 
stopped writing? 

The search to understand the 
mysteries of the book, its 
author’s disappearance and, 
most of all, the power of the 
written word and how the love 
of reading connects people, 
resulted in the award-winning 


catch with anyone. As I pro- 
gressed, my interest slowly 
turned to catching. 

A group of us began to meet 
afternoons after school on the 
‘Town Common and play pick-up 
games. I seized the opportunity 
and took over as catcher. The 
only equipment we had was 
some gloves, a bat and a ball or 
two... nothing so extravagant 
asa ‘catcher’s mask. -I was 
tempting fate, catching without 
a mask, and I knew it. Sure 
enough, it happened. On this 
particular afternoon, I was 
catching and the pitcher was 

in the ball at a fast 
clip; hie threw the ball, the bat- 
ter ticked the pitch, it went over 
my mitt and struck me square 
in the right eye. I had learned 
another one of life’s lessons the 
hard way. After the initial 
shock had worn off, I sported a 
beautiful shiner. But, I never 
got behind the plate again with- 
out a mask. Dad then bought 
me one and I was able to con- 
tinue catching. 

Just about this time, Dad 
could see how devoted I had 
become to baseball and decided 
to take me to a few games in 
Boston to see the Red Sox and 
the Boston Braves. I recall one 
game I had the good fortune to 
see between the Sox and the 
New York Yankees; even back 
then their rivalry sparked a lot 
of attention. That afternoon I 
had the good fortune to see Red 
Sox players Joe Cronin, Doc 
Cramer, Jimmy Foxx, Billy 
Werber, Rick and Wes Ferrell

It's really astonishing how 
many people a book can touch. 
During the course of the film 
Moskowitz travels to Maine to 
meet John Seelye, who wrote 
the New York Times review, 
and to New York to talk to 
Leslie Fiedler, essayist and 
author of Love and Death in 
the American Novel. He finds 
the book’s agent, the book’s 
editor, the book’s art designer. 
A quarter century later one 
still asks, “What could we have 
done differently for that book?” 
Back and back goes Moskowitz 
until he ends up in Iowa to meet 
author William Cotter Murray, 
Mossman’s professor at the leg- 
endary Writer’s Workshop, who 
fills in all the blanks. 

To all of you who refuse to 
believe one person can make a 
difference, I offer this example: 
As a result of the response to 
Stone Reader, Barnes and 
Noble agreed to reissue The 
Stones of Summer, the first in 
a series of books to be brought 
back to life under the auspices 
of The Lost Book Club, a not- 
for-profit organization “dedi- 
cated to introducing, preserv- 
ing, and passing on to future 
generations hard-to-find, out- 
of-print, or otherwise forgotten

I was alone the first time I 
saw Stone Reader in a theater 
in Brookline. The second time I 
brought my mother and three 
friends. Most recently I saw it 
in my living room with half a 
dozen Bookenders. That’s how 
it is with a good book, too. The 
first time you read it you're on 
your own. Then you recom- 
mend it. Then you talk about it. 

Okay, so let's talk about The 
Stones of Summer. 

First of all, despite the title, 
this is not a summer read. It’s 
a long book, nearly 600 pages; 
Mossman has said it took him 
ten years to write it. More a 
series of stories and anecdotes 
than a tightly knitted plot, the 
novel’s three sections follow a 
classic coming-of-age trajecto- 
ry from idealized youth, to 
troubled adolescence, to an 
adulthood crippled by drugs 
and instability. In “Book One, A 
Stone of Day,” we meet eight-

and so many others. Some of 
the Yankees featured that day 
were Lou Gehrig, Frank 
Crossetti, Tony Lazzeri, Bill 
Dickey, Lefty Gomez, etal. 

I was so appreciative over 
having the opportunity to see 
the legends of this great game. 
One of the things that 
impressed me as I watched the 
players warm up before the 
game was the ease and agility 

displayed as they went 
through the motions of throw- 
ing and fielding on that beauti- 
ful diamond. That feeling 
inspired me to return home 
afterwards, grab a ball and 
glove and try to emulate them. 
Oftentimes, my father would 
come out with me and play 
catch. He would always accom- 
modate me whenever I wanted 
to play. Dad played ball earlier 
in his life and had played sec- 
ond base for a team in Lowell, 
where he grew up. He played 
the game well. 

The empty lot between our 
house and the block of stores 
was a great place to toss the 
ball around and have some fun. 
I spent many an hour there 
playing catch and many of my 
friends would drop by and join 
me. One such friend was a cou- 
ple of years older than I and 
was the star pitcher for 
Wilmington High School, Frank 
Hadley. I learned much from 
him and he came by frequently, 
sometimes after practice with 
the ball club. He was an excel- 
lent pitcher with great speed 
and a good assortment of curve

year-old Dawes Williams, 
smart, impressionable and 
enamored of bad boy Ronnie 
Crown, who is expelled from 
school for swearing at the 
teacher. Dawes spends August 
with his parents on his grand- 
father Arthur’s greyhound farm 
in the country. Arthur Oldham 
is a tough man with hard rules, 
even where a child is con- 
cerned. In “Book Two, Stones of 
Night,” the teenaged Dawes 
and his friends ride around 
fueled by alcohol and testos- 
terone, until tragedy strikes. 

‘Book Three, The Stones and 
Dust of Mexico” finds Dawes, 
after college and a breakdown, 
talking to himself in a foreign 
country. 

No one in Bookends was able 
to finish The Stones of Summer 
in a month’s time. For one 
thing, Mossman makes you 
work to keep up with him. He 
changes his style of writing in 
each of the sections and then 
adds such devices as letters, 
journal entries, a novel within a 
novel, flashbacks within flash- 
backs. To try to read him all at 
once is like trying to eat a loaf

If you want to make an apple pie from scratch, you must first create the Universe (Carl Sagan) 


If I was granted just one wish 
before the guillotine dropped, it 
would be to eat a whole home- 
made apple pie that taste as 
good as the ones my mother 
made when we were kids. I 
LOVE pie. But the truth is, 
making a pie from scratch is a 
lot of work and a lot of clean-up 
too. I can’t remember the last 
time I made_a pie. Just the 
thought of flour all over_the 
counter top, rolling out the 
dough, trying to keep it form 
tearing - chopping, mixing, 
blending, getting it just right, 
then delicately lifting the dough 
up and gently aiming for the 
pivot of the pie plate- pressing, 
patching, poking and piling the 
fruit high, perfectly placing 
and pinning down and around. 
Whew! 

Recently I went searching 
through my index-sized relic of 
a recipe box and found that I 
still had my mother’s directions 
for flawless piecrust. And right 
behind it was Mary Lynch’s 
(my best friend and next door 
neighbor when our kids were 
small) recipe for “refrigerated” 
foolproof sour milk piecrust. 
Both written in their own dis- 
tinctive penmanship. 

I remember my mother and 
aunt telling us that they lived 
with my grandmother when we 
were toddlers, during World 
War II, raising us without their 
husbands, who were away at 
war. On cool Summer days or 
snowy winter days they would 
make pies. They joked and yes, 
bragged about how the two of 
them would make this huge, 


elaborate lemon meringue pie 
(their favorite) and then sit 
down and eat the whole thing! 
Those were the days, I’ll tell 
you, when a woman could boast 
about eating a whole pie. 

The Oxford English dictionary 
traces the first use of the word 
pie, as it relates to food, to 1303. 
The word was well known and 
popular by 1362. The first pies 
were probably made by the 
Romans. Pie came to America 
with the early settlers but 
Christopher Columbus must 
have already known about pie, 
or pizza, the Italian word for 
pie, before landing here. 

So, here is what I’m getting 
at. Pie has remained the most 
popular dessert to this day. But 
if you’re like me you want 
someone else to shake it, make 
it, bake it, the way, let’s say, of 
Grandmother's day. 

Petsi Pies pops out along the 
busy street like an oasis, in an 
otherwise non-descript working 
class neighborhood in 
Somerville. It’s the bright blue 
awning across the full front of 
the small wood frame building. 
It’s the orange, blue and green 
sign above with hand painted 
letters and pictures of rolling 
pins and pies. It’s .the sweet 
smell of fruit and flour drifting 
out into the street through the 
open door. 

Just three steps up and a 
pantry pie-and-pastry paradise 
appears. Two small glass cases 
are filled with lumpy, bumpy, 
crusty-top scones with flavors 
like vanilla fig, mango, maple 
pecan, peach and berry, and

muffins heavy with fruits and 
seeds and nuts and surprises. 
Crowded below are pies so lus- 
cious-looking, so natural so 
unmistakably handmade. Fit 
for an old fashioned holiday, of 
yesteryears are real rhubarb, 
New England apple, peach 
raspberry, wild blueberry, 
sweet potato pecan or key lime. 
Uneven chunky crust, creative 
crisscrossed tops, fruit bubbled 
up and spilled out from undey,.a 
work of art worthy of a paint- 
ing. Clear glass jars cramp the 
undersized counter with copk- 
ies so big that only one stack 
can fit in each jar. 

And there are tarts, large and 
small, as well. How abgyt 
roasted vegetables with goat 
cheese, or eggplant-tomato- 
mozzarella or chicken arti- 
choke, to name a few. ek 

As you can imagine, this is a 
very busy little bakery. Fojks 
are constantly in and out. Onia 
recent visit, while I sat having 
a cup of coffee at one of only 
three tiny tables, I noticed; a 
customer standing, pacing, 
hanging around, waiting and 
waiting. When his order came 
out he was instructed to keep 
the pies flat on the floor, drive 
slow, let them cool. They had 
just come out of the oven! Yum. 
Now that says it all-that people 
will wait for Petsi to bake their 
pies....calling ahead might be a 
good idea. z

BOSTON Representative 
James R. Miceli, the Vice 
Chairman of the House 
Committee on Rules, has 
announced that Tewksbury was 
recently added to the 2004 
Clean Water and Drinking 
Water State Revolving Fund 
List 

The town will receive $6 mil- 
lion in financial assistance as a 
2% interest loan for 2004. This 


money will be used to provide 
additional water storage for the 
town. Presently, Tewksbury 
has insufficient water storage. 
The lack of water storage 
results in low pressure for con- 
sumers at high elevations, 
insufficient water for firefight- 
ing and no reserve for emer- 
gencies during high-demand 
periods. 

‘The federal and state govern- 


ments contribute to this pro- 
gram. The funds come from 
the Clean Water and Drinking 
Water SRF, administered by 
the state’s Department of 
Environmental Protection, the 
Executive Office for 
Administration and Finance 
and the State Treasurer's 
office.

“Woody” Ford rounding up troops for Army tribute

TEWKSBURY - William 
“Woody” Ford wants you to 
catch the spirit of America. 

Ford, 86, a Tewksbury resi- 
dent, served as an officer in the 
107th Evacuation Hospital Unit 
during World War II, forging 
his way through Europe and 
helping fellow servicemen in 
need. Now, years later, he has 
made it his patriotic calling to 
get veterans, their families and 
ordinary citizens excited about 
a new show that’s headed for 
the Worcester Centrum in 
September. 

That show would be “The 
Spirit of America,” a free, two- 
hour production that will cele- 
brate the contributions, the 
courage and the history of the 
United States Army. 

“America” will have four pre- 
sentations next month, the first 
two of which will take place at 
the Centrum at 10:30 a.m. and 
7:30 p.m. on Friday, September 
10. The last two shows will take 
place, perhaps appropriately, 
on Saturday, September 11, at 2 
p-m. and 7:30 p.m. 

Ford has beheld the red, 
white and blue wonder of “The 
Spirit of America” once before. 
In May, he and fellow veterans 
and their families hopped on 
board a bus in Woburn and 
headed down to Washington 
D.C. for the dedication of the 
World War II Memorial 
Monument. While there, he 
attended a production of the 
show at the MCI Center. That 
show celebrated the civilian 
workers and those in all 
branches of the inilitary who 
joined together to make World 
War II our country’s greatest 
hour. 

Ford enjoyed the show, which 
he called a “fabulous specta- 
cle.” Imagine his surprise, 
then, when he contacted repre- 
sentatives of the show and 
learned that a new production 
of it was headed straight 
towards his home turf. In the 
couple of months since, Ford 
has joined forces with Public 


Affairs Specialist Tom Peske 
and his 


show to as many veterans’ 
bal po in Tewksbury 
and beyond. 


“They're going to send me 
more literature because I’ve 
distributed everything they’ve 
sent me,” Ford says. “They 
must have sent me about 500 
ticket request form applica- 
tions and souvenirs like pens 
and mouse pads. They’re quite 
enthused about it.” 

In the Worcester show, the 
United States Army Band, 
known as “Pershing’s Own,” 
will perform, providing a 
sweeping, rousing score to 
maneuvers conducted by the 
elite specialty units of the 3rd 
U.S. Infantry, known as the Old 
Guard. 

The show, which had its first 
debut back in 1975, will be 
divided into two acts. During 
the first one, soldiers in histori- 
cal uniforms will reenact key 
moments in the history of the 
United States Army that will 
included battle scenes and 
short bursts of loud gunfire. 
During the second act, soldiers 
will perform a disciplined rifle 
drill and a variety of tradition- 
al and contemporary music. 
The mission of the program is 
to use real servicemen and 
women, not actors, to com- 
memorate the heritage of the 
experience the depth of charac- 
ter that soldiers have demon- 
strated at critical times during 
the birth and growth of the 
United States. 

“The Spirit of America is a 
special event that gives every- 
one the opportunity to express 
their patriotism by watching 
history come alive” with 
today’s American soldiers,” 
says Army Colonel Jody 
Draves, who helps publicize the 
production. “Through narra- 
tion, pageantry and music, 
Spirit of America salutes 
American history and values 
by recounting the personal

of the building. It was pure 
revival and swinging times 
when the lights were out.” 

O'Reilly succeeds admirably 
in painting the picture of a real- 
ity so foreign to the area today 
through words and nearly a 
hundred images. 

No less than 17 other contrib- 
utors are credited in the collec- 
tion, and many of them offer 
more than one entry. This was 
most definitely a labor of love, 
and the spirit is infectious.

“Entering Silver Lake” tells 
the story of an average 
American family living life 
through some of the most inter- 
esting times in this country’s 
history. O'Reilly screamed 
“Extra, Extra,” while selling 
copies of the Lowell Sun’s 
announcement of the bombing 
Pearl Harbor. 

His parents both served in 
World War I and then brought a 
family up during the Great 
Depression. He, his family, and 
the rest of the country rationed 
food, gasoline, and 
else during World War II. His 
older brother entered the mili- 
tary at the age of 17 in order to 
fight in the Korean War. 

“Of note, we, as the generation 
born in the Depression, went 
through the entire war without 
male supervision or male lead- 
ership - - we had no male role 
models,” O'Reilly writes. “Our 
fathers all worked six days a 
week and drank on Saturdays, 
but the women of Silver Lake 
did it all!” 

“Entering Silver Lake” is 
available through the 
Tewksbury Historical 
Commission.

property for the purpose of a 
new library, but not if the sale 
is contingent on any type of use 
restriction. 

“I wouldn't want anyone to 
limit the town as to the devel- 
opment of a property,” McCoy 
said. “I would like to see a 
library in that general area, but 
it comes down to looking at a 
plan and seeing what makes 
the most fiscal sense.” 

According to McCoy, he had a 
recent discussion with Kane, 
during which he advised him 
against any restrictions on the 
land. 


“It makes sense to purchase 
the land, but only without 
restrictions,” McCoy said.

No longer are kids out playing 
stickball in some field until 
dark. Now kids are playing 
Nintendo, emailing each other 
and sitting in front of televi- 
sion, watching some ridiculous 
reality show of Moms switching 
families, or “Who Wants to 
Marry my Dad”. Today, every- 
thing is very easy for children 
to get. Whether it’s a cell 
phone, a computer, or drugs or 
alcohol - which seems to be a 
big concern especially in this 
area where so many teenagers 
are hooked on Oxycotin - 
everything is right there for 
teenagers, who are just not that 
mature to make the right deci- 
sions, Just look at Jeff Allison 
of Peabody. He was one of the 
fortunate pitchers from this 
state to sign a multi-million dol- 
lar contract to play profession- 
al baseball, but now it’s all 
thrown away because of his 
problem with drugs. 

[also believe that parents are 
first way too involved with their 
children through sports, and 
sometimes there are very good 
cases where parents are just 
trying to live their lives through 
their own’s children’s lives. I’m 
not a parent, and I don’t know 
anything about being a father. 
But I think in little towns such 
as Tewksbury and Wilmington, 
there are too many cases where 
parents think their little 
Johnny or Michelle, will be the 
next Michael Jordan, Bobby 
Orr, Jenny Finch or Michelle 
Kwan. In my ten years here I 
can name on one hand the num- 
ber of students who went to col- 
lege on a full scholarship. 

This past weekend, Chicago 
Cubs pitcher Greg Maddux 
became one of just 22 pitchers 


to win 300 games in his career. 
He also became just the second 
pitcher under the age of 40 
since 1925 to accomplish the 
feat. That's an incredible, 
incredible accomplishment. 
Think of the thousands upon 
thousands of major league 
baseball pitchers who have 
tossed one inning, or four thou- 
sand innings in their careers 
and never came close to getting 
300 victories in a career. And of 
all those pitchers who failed on 
that milestone, can you imagine 
the long road they took to get to 
professional baseball to pitch 
that one scoreless inning in the 
bottom of the eighth inning in a 
10-2 meaningless game in 
September with two last place 
teams? 

My point to all of this is that 
people, parents and sports fans 
need to take a giant step back- 
wards. Take a deep breath and 
let it out. Look around and real- 
ize that your 12-year-old is not 
going to be the next Greg 
Maddux. Instead, just enjoy 
watching your son or daughter 
play a sport. Too many parents 
are too involved with playing 
time, headlines in the newspa- 
per and possible scholarships, 
rather than just making sure 
their kids have fun at the game, 
made some friends and got a 
soft drink after the game was 
over. 

I’m not a parent, but I was a 
youth sports coach in both 
Wilmington and Tewksbury. I 
do know what it’s like tovcoach 
and how difficult it can be. I do 
know what it’s like to deal with 
parents, to deal with children, 
and try to do it on a volunteer 
basis, while you try to juggle a 
youth sports game around your 
work, a family wedding, an out- 
ing with your friends, etc. It’s 
very difficult and you make a 
lot of sacrifices. Many that peo- 
ple have no idea about. 

The past few weeks, there's 
been many articles either 
praising or bashing a youth 
baseball coach in Tewksbury 
named Dan Kieran. I don’t 
know Dan well, and I’ve never 
seen him coach. But I will say 
that if it wasn’t for Dan, there 
wouldn’t have been hundreds of 
youth sports articles in these 
sports sections over the past 
few years. That, I bet, a lot of 
people didn’t know. 

I also have known the Surette 
Family (who first started the 
letters) for almost ten years 
now. I’ve known them to be 
very nice people. But I don’t 
think anyone can every judge 
what they were going through. 
Whether or not the Surette 
Family is correct, or whether 


they overreacted, I do believe 
the entire situation could have 
been handled much differently. 
The feelings the young Surette 
boy was going through between 
his father dying and being a 
member of this youth baseball 
team is another thing no one 
knows except him. 

I always like the fact of people 
giving their opinions. I enjoy 
getting letters, whether people 
appreciate something I do or 
say, or whether people want to 
bash me up and down for what- 
ever reason. At first when I 
started here, I took those bash- 
ings personally but now I real- 
ize there's much difference 
between business and pleasure. 
The one thing I don't think is 
right is when parents write let- 
ters bashing people when they 
have no idea what they are talk- 
ing about. They refer runs 
scored in baseball to “points” 
or they couldn’t tell you what 
“offsides” is in hockey. 

I'll be the first to admit that 
I've written articles over the 
years taking a hit on a person 
or a team, which maybe I 
could’ve or should've known 
more about the situation. The 
difference with me is that one, 
it’s my job to tell the people of 
Wilmington and Tewksbury 
what's going on in sports, and 
secondly the hits are coming 
against coaches or people who 
are getting paid. Youth sports 
coaches do not get paid. I think 
if there is a local coach who 
truly berates his children, who 
kicks water buckets onto the 
heads of children, or who does 
something inappropriate off the 
field with a child, then yes 
that’s a big issue which should 
be taken up with that league, 
and yes through the newspaper. 
Other than that, there shouldn’t 
be any issues concerning youth 
coaches. 

I think parents should put 
away their dreams of their chil- 
dren being scholarship athletes, 
put away their stop watches to 
see how much playing time lit- 
tle Johnny or Michelle gets, 
and put away their pens when it 
comes to bashing youth sports 
coaches. The time has to stop. 
If it doesn’t, it won't take that 
much time for people to figure 
out that volunteering their time 
isn’t worth it anymore. 

Those people would be more 
content sitting on the couch 
and putting on “Who Wants to 
Watch Me Watch Television”, 
the next ridiculous reality show 
that will coming through our 
wide screen high definition 
mega watt surround sound 
home theaters.

Coach is taking one for the team 


Dear Jamie: 

I wanted to comment on the 
articles that I have been read- 
ing the last few weeks about the 
Tewksbury youth _ baseball 
Brewers team. I know that 
since I have never spoken to the 
Coach directly about this mat- 
ter, my opinion is not the best 
one. 


However, I do have a friend 
whose son is on the team and I 
have watched several games 
this year, I asked him why he 
didn’t respond to the articles, 
as he was very upset about it, 
and he told me the coach asked 
him not to. The coach felt it 
was not in the best interest of 
the kids to have things written 
about the program, even if it 
was at the expense of his repu- 
tation, For me to sit silently 
while this coach is being 
bashed by people wouldn’t be 
fair, to him, his team and to 
myself as a human being. 

It is my understanding that 
first year players split the 
game, while players who have 
been on the team three years 
play the whole game. Most 
teams do it this way. My friend 
told) me that the coach 
explained to all the kids and 
parents before the year started 
how playing time would work, 
and he stood by it. He is very 
happy with the way his son was 
treated and felt that the coach 
was fair to all the kids. He 
treated the first year players, 
the same as three year players, 
they just played less. Maybe 
this is a problem for some peo- 
ple, but I don’t think its one 
that the coach created, it 
sounds like its been going on for 
a long time. Maybe the league 
should do something about this 
and have all kids play the same, 
regardless of age, talent, and 
whether they show up for prac- 
tice or not.

As an ex-coach myself, I 
imagined what I would do in 
these circumstances. My 
thought is that playing this boy 
more than he deserved because 
of his father’s illness may not 
be fair to the other kids on the 
team. In my opinion, this 
coach “took one for the team”, 
by standing by what he had 
promised the players earlier in 
the year. By reading his wife's 
article, it sounds like he didn’t 
feel it was fair for the team to 
absorb the family tragedy, and 
I agree with him completely. It 
sounds like instead of the easy, 
politically correct thing to do, 
he did what he felt was just and 
fair by all the kids on the team, 
they played what they deserved 
to play. 

It appears as though he tried 
to be as sensitive to the child's 
needs as possible, but also try- 
ing to make sure he didn’t take 
away another child’s needs in 
the process.

“Local officials were 
awaiting a final signature 
from the other side, but 
plans for use of the city of 
Boston property were moving 
ahead at full speed,” notes 
the Burlington edition of the 
"Daily Times Chronicle." 

“A group of Northeastern 
University engineering stu- 
dents, under the direction of 
VHB, have put together an 
initial draft of the first phase 
of development of the land, 
located off Blanchard Road, 
near Northeastern’s 
Burlington campus. The 
design is being provided at 
no cost to the town. 

“The town and the city 
have agreed in principle to a 
five-year lease for $1 per 
year. There is a mutual 
option for a five-year exten- 
Sion. 

“The Board of Selectmen 
approved the arrangement in 
February and Burlington 
officials were awaiting word 
of the city signing off on the 
deal. 

“Boston has a 180-day 
review period for the docu- 
ment 

“However, Recreation 
Director Donald Roberts 
made it clear that there is no 
hang-up to completion of the 
agreement 

“The 200-acre parcel, a 
small portion of which is in 
Woburn, was left to Boston 
through the will of Mary 
Cummings who died in 1927 

“The document specifies 
the land is to be used only 
for recreation purposes. The 


town’s plans for the site fall 
into that category. 

“Roberts said develop- 
ment of recreation facilities 
will begin in the section clos- 
est to Blanchard Road and 
South Bedford Street, an 
area which contains an aban- 
doned building and a smaller 
storage facility, also aban- 
doned. 

“The initial development 
would include a baseball/ 
softball field, a playground, a 
picnic area, and parking in 
the vicinity of the abandoned 
buildings

“The election was revisit- 
ed at the board's next meet- 
ing as a question had arisen 
as to whether Weiss’ nomina- 
tion was seconded by 
Demetri prior to the vote 
Other posts to be elected by 
the board were vice chair- 
man and clerk. 

“Reed served one term as 
chairman after unseating 
Weiss from the post which he 
had held for the previous 10 
years. 

“Earlier in the meeting, 
prior to the change in chair- 
manship, Reed proposed that 
any further action on the 
draft of new rules and regu- 
lations concerning the town's 
local wetlands bylaw be put 
on hold for six months. Reed 
made the suggestion so the 
two new members of the 
board, Demetri and Allen, 
may become acclimated to 
their position on the board. 

“Previously, Reed had pro- 
posed holding two consecu- 
tive hearings with public 
input on the matter followed 
by another public hearing. 
On that timetable, a vote 
would be taken and any new 
regulations would become 
effective October 1.

The events also signaled the 
beginning of a new era in Lynn- 
field’s school system, one in 
which students can experience 
an education unrivaled by any 
town in or around the Cape 
Ann region, according to state 
Senator Richard Tisei and 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Richard Palermo. 

“These new schools have put 
(Lynnfield) on the map, not 
just for the buildings, but for 
what’s going on inside of these 
buildings,” said Tisei. 

Palermo echoed the Sena- 
tor's sentiments. 

“There is no question that 
the morale and the ability to 
learn has improved [at the ele- 
mentary schools],” said Paler- 
mo. 
The grand opening ceremo- 
ny at the Summer Street school 
was followed by open tours of 
the building. The same event 
was then held at the Huckleber- 
ry Hill school. 

The elementary schools had 
the most square-footage added 
to their layouts of the three 
renovated schools. The Sum- 
mer Street school went from 
47.5 square feet to 67.2, while 
the Huckleberry Hill school 
grew from 48.7 to 64.4.

Technology in the class- 
rooms 

While there was much atten- 
tion given to the beauty of the 
new-look schools, none of the 
speakers or staff members in 
attendance lost sight of how 
the technological advance- 
ments are affecting what goes 
on in the classrooms. 

“The project and the wait to 
get into our new classrooms 
has been well worth it,” said 
Huckleberry Hill fourth-grade 
teacher Becky Cronin. 

“Teaching and learning is 
just so different [because of the 
technology],” she added. “It 
has allowed us to take teaching 
and learning far beyond where 
it was before. The kids are 
much more engaged in their 
learning.” 

Cronin pointed out the abili- 
ty to access educational Web 
sites with her students, as well 
as the ability to make lessons 
interactive with her laptop on 
new overhead displays, as 
among the best new features of 
the renovated classrooms. 

Most new classrooms are 
equipped with five new desktop 
computers. Students must have 
permission slips from parents 
in order to use the internet at 
school, and the computers fea- 
ture very restrictive internet 
browsers. Also, teachers load 
all pages for students, and 
monitor usage closely. 

Adult learners 

All of these new technologi- 
cal features are requiring the 
teachers to do some learning 
as well, Cronin pointed out. 
Staff members have had to 
learn how to use laptops and 
Smartboards (touch-screen 
computer monitor systems). 
They have also had to learn 
about all the accompanying 
hardware and software, as well 
as how to wire all of the com- 
ponents together. 

“I am most pleased with 
how the staff is utilizing the 
new technologies to increase 
learning,” said Palermo. 

“I’m very proud of how the 
teachers have picked up on the

No buses in Stoneham

Students will be finding 
their own ways to school this 
year since the high cost of 
administering a busing pro- 
gram and the low interest 
from families negates the via- 
bility of the school depart- 
ment to offer the service that 
was, at one time, taken for 
granted as a free service. 

School busing in Stoneham 
has not been free for several 
years as the budget climate 
has necessitated creation of 
rider fee to help support the 
program. However, with no 
additional subsidies available 
for FY 2005, the program 
would have to be funded 
entirely by ridership. Yet at 
Thursday's School Committee 
meeting, School 
Superintendent Dr. Joseph 
Connelly reported that with 
only 52 students having signed 
up, it is cost prohibitive to 
offer the program at all. 

* The cost per bus is $36,000, 
Connelly said, and one bus 
cannot get everyone to school 
on time. Interested riders 
would only generate about 
$25,000, about a third of what 
is needed to run the program. 
The School Committee there- 
fore directed Connelly to noti- 
fy the 52 families that the pro- 
gram will not be offered. Only 
students living two miles or 
more from school will be 
bused as mandated by the 
state and according to 
Connelly, the $10,000 required 
for this is in the budget. 
Parents Up For a Challenge 

Some parents in town are 
willing to step up to the plate 
for their kids' sports since the 
town can't afford to right now 
and the School Committee 
welcomed their efforts last 
week. 

Among those sports elimi- 
nated from the budget are 


golf, volleyball and cheerlead- 
ing. 
Dick Corbett, father of high 
school golf team member Jeff 
Corbett, told the board that 
golf at Stoneham High is a 
major part of some students' 
experience. His son is interest- 
ed in playing at the collegiate 
level and if he is not able to 
play during his Senior year, he 
fears his son may lose out on 
further educational opportuni- 
ties. 

"We would simply like to be 
able to offer to the town, the 
community, the school depart- 
ment the funds to reinstate 
this program. We feel it's 
important and we're fortunate 
enough we're in the position 
we can offer this." 

The total cost for reinstat- 
ing the golf program is $6,249 
which includes $3,525 for the 
coach, $2,040 for transporta- 
tion, $684 for supplies. Golf 
team members, like all other 
sports team members, will 
each pay a user fee of $200. 

"Stoneham has a long tra- 
dition in the Middlesex League 
as a golf participant as well as 
other sports," Corbett said. 

That said, Corbett and 
other golf team member's 
parents are devoting them- 
selves to raising the $3800 bal- 
ance to bring back the pro- 
gram. Connelly assured the 
audience that the group of 
parents involved will in no 
way have any involvement, 
control or supervision of the 
Program. 

In response to committee 
member Marc Grimaldi’s con- 
cern with regard to a question 
of equality in bringing back 
certain public school pro- 
grams and not others, Marble 
Street resident Brad Warren 


get a long-term handle on this, 
I think you're going to have to 
allow them to do that." 

"We are absolutely in sup- 
port of any and all parental 
involvement and support of 
the programs we had to cut,” 
committee vice-chair David 
Sheils said. 

Members of the Volleyball 
team also approached the 
board requesting that they too 
be allowed to fundraise in 
order to bring back their sport 
for the coming academic year. 

User fees of $200 per stu- 
dent will help fund the cost of 
volleyball and the girls have 
their work cut out for them in 
raising the money to bring 
back both the varsity and jun- 
ior varsity teams to a tune of 
$8700. 

An anonymous donation 
was made for the benefit of 
reinstating Fall Cheerleading 
at the High School. After user 
fees, the total program cost of 
$721 has been paid. 

Connelly recommended 
that the School Committee 
accept the generosity with a 
caution that all the money 
needed to fund a particular 
program be presented prior to 
execution of coaching con- 
tracts. 

“We know it's impossible 
for us to pay $2 million to 
bring back teachers, These 
are isolated programs at rela- 
tively small costs...We should 
be flexible this year and real- 
ly say yes to any and all dona- 
tions...It's not a perfect world. 
These are very difficult 
times...If we can give this 
approach a chance...then we'll 
be saving a valuable experience 
for the kids...I assure you it will 
be well managed." 

McArdle Resigns 

A search committee is now 
in place to begin the difficult 
task of hiring a new Director of 
Pupil Personnel for the system. 

Current Director Robert 
McArdle advised the Super- 
intendent and the School 
Committee recently of his deci- 
sion to resign from the 
Stoneham position in order to 
take advantage of a new oppor- 
tunity as Executive Director of 
the Greater Lawrence 
Education Collaborative. 

The Director of Pupil Per- 
sonnel is one of three positions 
still appointed by the School 


Committee. The Search 
Committee will review applica- 
tions, set up interviews and 
present final candidates to the 
committee for its selection. 

Starting salary for the new 
Director of Pupil Personnel is 
being offered at $6300 less than 
what McArdle was receiving, 
freeing up that budgeted sum to 
help support some of the School 
Committee initiatives to rein- 
state critical staff and pro- 
grams. : 

After School Child Care 

No one can argue with the 
success of Stoneham's After 
School Child Care Program. 
What started out two years ago 
at the Central School, blos- 
somed last year into a program 
available at each of the four 
elementary schools and now, 
according to Connelly, is 
expanding once again to meet 
the after school needs of Middle 
School students. 


The only thing worth argu- 
ing over is a proposed hourly 
rate increase for teacher's 
aides who help run the program 
from $12 to $15. According to 


Connelly, the Schoo) 
Department is currently having 
difficulty hiring © enough 


teacher's aides to fill the posi- 
tions. A master teacher and a 
teacher's aide run the program 
from 2:30 to 6 p.m. each after- 
noon. Teachers earn $25 per 
hour for the after school job. 

In response to Connelly's 
suggestion of the $3 per hour 
raise, Committee member 
Marie Christie questioned if 
now is the time to make such a 
jump. 


"Lhave a problem with going 
from $12 to $15 in a year with so 
much cut from out budget." 

And although the program is 
a self sustaining one and pays 
for itself rather than being 
funded by the school budget, 
Christie warned that the public 
may perceive this as "the 
School Committee is giving out 
money again." 


"In any other year, I would 
have gone with $15, but percep- 
tion is reality.’ 

‘The School Committee voted 
to raise the rate from $12 per 
hour to $13. If there still is not 
enough response, Connelly is 
expected to come back to the 
School Committee for direction.

North Reading students headed 
to Stoneham for next two years

North Reading and Stoneham 
are only eight miles apart, but for 
the next two years they will be 
closer than ever. 

That's because the Shoe Town 
will play a big part in the lives 
of many North Reading 
youngsters for the next 24 
months. 

Starting in Scptember about 
450 elementary students will be 
bused daily from North Reading 
to the old Central School in 
Stoneham, attending classes

The original, “historic” 
portion of the Batchelder School 
will be preserved and renovated 
The project will provide 75,000 
square feet of total building 
spacc, compared with 40,000 sq 
ft. at present.

New math approach 


By MIA CARTER 
WAKEFIELD When 
Wakefield Public School stu- 
dents return to the classroom 
this fall, many may find mathe- 
matics being taught in a new 
and interesting manner as part 
of the implementation of the 
Everyday Math Program at 
some grade levels. 

Currently, the Everyday 
Math Program is now in place 
at each and every Wakefield 
elementary school. 

Currently, according to 
Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools Michael Malinowski, 
teachers at the fifth and sixth 
grade level are in the process of 
preparing to implement the 
program inside their class- 
rooms as well. 

“We picked the Everyday 
Math Program after looking at 
districts who performed well on 
the mathematics section of the 
MCAS exams,” Malinowski 
remarked in a recent interview. 

He added, “What we found 
was a direct correlation 
between good math scores and 
districts that use this program 
And while we don’t want to 
build our curriculum entirely 
around the MCAS exams, this 
program had so many strong 
points that it wouldn't make 
sense not to implement it.” 

The Everyday Math 
Program varies from tradition- 
al mathematics curriculums in 
the sense that it integrates 
other areas of study into the 
math learning process. 

“It's not uncommon to walk 
into a classroom where this pro- 
gram is being taught and seeing 
graphs and charts relating to 
social studies - this program 
aims to gradually shape a 
child’s way of thinking about 
math,” Malinowski exolained. 

The Everyday Math 
Program also introduces stu- 
dents to new vocabulary and 
language concerning mathe- 
matics, while maintaining an 
overall focus on developing the 
children’s practical problem 
solving skills. 

“This program, it seems, is 
much more engaging and stim-

for greater parent involvement, .
